WANT IT RENT FREE. 


A Sw eeping Reduction of Irish Rents Tha t 
Don't Sa tisfy the Lea gue. 


D ub l i n , Dec. “ ft.—The Ga zette publishes 
a n order signed by Commissioners Ly tton 
a nd Wrench prescribing reductions of judicia l 
rents throughout pra ctica lly the whole of 
Irela nd, ra nging from 0 to 22 per cent., the 
a vera ge being 14 
per cent. 
The 
reduc­ 
tion is perma nent a nd a pplies to a rrea rs 
since “ Ga le da y ” occurring immedia tely be­ 
fore Aug. 23, tex7. 
Judge O’Hitga u a tta ches 
a note dissenting from the decision of his col­ 
lea gues. 
The sweeping reduction of rents prescribed 
by the commission ha s crea ted a tremendous 
sensa tion in Engla nd us well a s in Irela nd. 
The a vera ge reduction of 14 per cent, below 
the judicia l rents ordered by the commission 
is equiva lent to a reduction of ¿ 736), 000 j» er 
a nnum, a nd a nnuls a ca pita l va lue of from 
Tft,000,000 to Id,000,000. 
The a ction of Com­ 
missioner Wrench a nd Ly tton in signing the 
order is sever ly criticised in ma ny qua rters, 
while tha t of Judgj (THa ga n in a pjxmding a 
note of non-concurrence is in thesa me circles 
highly commended. 
The Dublin Express, 
the Irish Tory orga n, sa y s the decision of the 
commissioners ha s given a tremendous shock 
to interests in Irish la nded property , which 
must le felt for y enrs to come. 
The Irish Times sa y s: 
“ The comini.-sion 
ha s a ba ted rents to a la rge extent without 
the slightest thought of a pla n for so do­ 
ing, or a cheek to a ny evil efftcts tha t ma y 
follow. ” 
The Freema n's Journa l, Na tiona list, on the 
other ba n I, denounces the commission’s de­ 
cision upon entirely different grounds, sa y ­ 
ing: 
“ The decision da shes to the ground the 
la st fa int ho(>e of a llevia tion. 
The [reduc­ 
tions prescribed a re a ltogether ina dequa te a s 
a mea ns of tilling over the difficulties of the 
fa rmers, a nd from wha tever point of view 
rega rded they a re nothing else tha n ludi­ 
crous. ” 
From these comments, which a re fa ir ex­ 
a mples of the genera l criticism, it will be 
seen tha t the commission ha s succeeded in 
plea sing nobody , though it ma y possibly be 
sa id in its beha lf tha t little short of a bsolute 
a ba tement of rents would ha ve sa tisfied the 
one side, nor would the other ha ve felt tha t 
it ha d secured its full rights, unless the com­ 
mission hud grea tly increa sed the rents In­ 
stea d of reducing them.

W a sh in gton C ity , Dec. 2ft.—The forma l 
decision of the inter-sta te commerce com­ 
mission upon the 
question whether express 
compa nies a re subject to the provisions of 
the inter-sta te commerce a ct wa s a nnounced 
Wednesda y . 
It is decided to ra fer the ques­ 
tion to congress a s one of doubtful jurisdic­ 
tion for the commission to decide. 
The opinion, prepa red by Commissioner 
Wa lker, opera by sta ting fully the rela tions 
susta ined by the express compa nies to the 
subject of inter-sta te commerce. 
It recites 
the contra ct between a lea ding ra ilwa y com­ 
pa ny 
a nd 
the express compa ny which 
ha ndles the pa rcel tra ffic on its fines, under 
which a ll freight seeking tra nsporta tion by 
pa ssenger tra ins is turned over to the express 
compa ny for ca rria ge, a nd this pra ctice is 
found to be usua l upon a ll ra ilroa d lines. 
After going over some other prelimina ry 
fa cts a s to the orga niza tion, ra tes, a bsence of 
competition, etc., the a rguments urged by the 
exprès» compa nies a ga inst their being trea ted 
a s subject to the a ct a re considered in deta il. 
The fa ct tha t they perforin ma ny other 
services besides tra nsporta tion of property , 
such a s the collection of debts, etc., is not re­ 
ga rded a s u rea son w hy the a ct should not 
be trea ted a s a pply ing to their business a s 
common ca rriers, since ma ny ra ilroa d com­ 
pa nies a lso ha ve other business besides thut 
of tra nsporta tion. 
The cla im tha t the a ct 
should be construed a s a pena l sta tute is not 
a dopted, the sta tute being rega rded a s high­ 
ly remedia l. 
The va rious sections of the a ct 
a re considered with rela tion to the express 
business, a nd a re found to be in theory a s 
a pplica ble thereto a s to the business of ra il­ 
roa d compa nies. 
In fa ct the express com­ 
pa nies cla im tha t they a lrea dy a bide by the 
rules esta blished in the a ct. 
The requiring of a nnua l reports from ex­ 
press compa nies is held to be a ma tter con­ 
cerning which the public ha s a right fo bo in­ 
formed, a nd congress ma y pa rticula rly desire 
knowledge. 
At present little is known a bout 
the a mount of their ca pita l stock; their 
funded debt, or the money invested in their 
pla nt a nd business; the volume of their busi­ 
ness, with the expenses thereof; the ra tes 
cha rged, a mi the method» upon which tha 
ra tes a re constructed. 
The a gents of a ll ex­ 
press compa nies a re necessa rily instructed a s 
to the cha rges to be ma de, a nd the public, 
equa lly intelligent, could comprehend them. 
The bringing of express compa nies within 
the provisions of the a ct is f >und to be pra c­ 
tica ble, a nd on some a ccounts desira ble. 
The express compa nies which a re simply 
bra nches of a ra ilroa d, orga nized a nd oper­ 
a ting through its ordina ry sta ff, or by a n in­ 
dependent burea u, or by a combina tion with 
other rntjroa d conipa me®, a re found to be 
covered by the provisions of the a ct. 
In the 
ca se of the independently orga nized express 
eempa nie» , however, opera ting under con­ 
tra cts for tra nsporta tion, the la ngua ge of the 
a ct a s it now sta nds is found to be so fra med 
a s not to bring them distinctly within its 
provisions. 
The words “ wholly by ra il­ 
roa d,” in the first section, do not well define 
the business of express compa nies, which use 
very la rgely the services of tea ms, messen­ 
gers, sta ge coa ches a mi stea mboa ts. 
The 
pooling section a pplies to the pooling of tho 
binines» of the ra ilroa ds. 
Other sections 
sjn*a k of ra ilroa ds continua lly , a nd of depots 
a nd sta tions, the la ngua ge not being a ppli­ 
ca ble to 
the 
business of express 
com­ 
pa nies, except under a somewha t stra inod 
construction. 
The express business wa s well 
known a t the time of the pa ssa ge of the la w , 
a nd ha s been frequently mentioned by na me 
in congressiona l sta tutes. 
The omission to 
na me it hero is significa nt. 
The prelimina ry 
investiga tion by the inter-sta te commerce 
committee of the sena te did not include the 
express compa nies, a nd wa s confined a lmost 
wholly to tha t of ra ilroa d compa nies. 
Upon 
a ll these 
considera tions 
the commission 
thinks best to refer the subject to congress, 
a s in a ny ca so of doubtful jurisdiction it is 
fa r better tha t the legisla tive body should re­ 
solve tha doubt

THINKS INF VITAB -S. 


An Interview with the Sflleh t? » a Senator 
on His Position as to tbc Saloon—The 
Republican Party to I>e*tr< y It—A Prod 
at the Prohibitionists—-Not Posing 
as 
**Truly Gchiu ”—The Tariff. 


D e t r o i t , Micb., Dec. SJO.—Sonator Palmer 
arrived from Traverse City Tuesday even­ 
ing, having attended the funeral of the late 
Congressman Moffatfc there. 
He said; 
“ All 
the arrangements were conducted decently 
and in order. 
There were neither wines nor 
cigars at government expense, nor anything 
that resembled a junket. 
It was a fitting 
funeral to so worthy a man.” 
Wednesday 
evening as the senator sat in his offiea he 
was asked by a Chicago Herald correspond­ 
ent if he was ready to talk about his posi­ 
tion on temperance. 
He said he was ready 
to make a complete statement of his record, 
ideas and aims. 
The following interview 
was then had, and was revised by the sena­ 
tor after being written out: 
“ Of course you have been made aware,” 
said the iuterviewer, “ of the discussion awak­ 
ened by your recent declaration on the tem­ 
perance question ?” 
“ If volumes of letters and innumerable 
newspaper clippings received could be said 
to make mo aware, I have certainly been. 
I 
may say that I was never more surprised in 
my life than at the force of the recoil of what 
was assumed to be a single discharge. 
In 
the interviews reported in the New York pa­ 
pers on the position which I wished or hoped 
or thought the Republican party should or 
would tuke relative to the temperance ques­ 
tion I was conscious of saying nothing that I 
had not said repeatedly at home. ” 
“ Then you haven’t experienced a change of 
heart f” 
“ Not at all. 
If I have ever been friendly 
to the liquor traffic I have forgotten it. 
Don’t misunderstand me. 
I am not posing 
as a truly good man. 
I am not a total ab- 
tainer, but I am still farther from being an 
advocate or defender of dram-drinking or 
dram-selling.” 
“ It was current report here that you pre­ 
dicted that the Republican party would de­ 
clare for Prohibition and make the fight for 
that issue.” 
“ So that was the news was it? 
If you see 
the cloudless east red with dawn are you pre­ 
sumptuous or prophetic if you remark that it 
is nearly sunrise? That the Republican party 
will destroy the saloon is not a prophecy, it 
is merely an observation. 
The saloon is in 
politics, and is in » ostay until destroyed; this 
needs no proof. 
It arrogantly confronts the 
Republican party, just now somewhat weak­ 
ened by the defec ion of free traders, mug­ 
wumps and misguided third party temper­ 
ance men, and challenges it to combat 
Is 
there anything in the history of the Repub­ 
lican party to warrant a doubt as to what 
answer it will return P 
“ Do you think that this quest ion will soon 
be made the leading party issued’ 
“ It should never be necessary to make it a 
party issue. 
The good men of all parties 
should join to suppress this enormous evil, 
just as they join to prevent or stamp out 
pestilence. 
It looks now as though the para­ 
mount question to be practically decided 
by the next presidential election would be the 
protection or embarrassment of American 
industries. 
This is a question affecting every 
man’s pocket and every woman’s comfort, 
but 1 have faith to believe it will bo settled 
by unmistakable indorsement of the Amer­ 
ican policy of our fathers, and then givo 
place to the more personally important moral 
question of homo protection.” 
“ What do you think of the local option 
law? ” 
“ It is a grand step ahead for Michigan, and, 
logically, the best possible provision for the 
present. 
It utilizes public sentiment as fast 
as it is locally dominant for the right” 
“ Did you know it was reported hero , that 
you had gone ovor to the Prohibitionists?” 
“ No, I did not see that in any of the pa­ 
pers. 
1 hardly think it could have been said 
by any one wbo knew me. If I were entering 
upon a struggle of such magnitude I should 
hardly prefer a squad to an army. The with­ 
drawal of these radical elements through 
what seems to me to be .chiefly impatience, 
only weakens by division the fighting force 
of temperance, and can only result in sacri­ 
fice and delay. 
It is not creditable in a man 
to vote his spite against his conviction, but 
it is human. However, I look to see this de­ 
tachment return to the main body before the 
decisive battle is joined. 
I am a It 'publican 
first, last and all the time, and I do not ex­ 
pect to be limited in or denied fellowship in 
Michigan when I add that I am an anti-sa­ 
loon Republican.” 
“ How and where do you expect the opening 
skirmish to begin? ” 
“ In the District of Columbia. 
If the drink 
problem can be solved by law in that dis­ 
trict, it will be accepted as a full solution 
without further trial. 
I think a bill to abol­ 
ish the traffic in the District will tie urged 
upon congress at this sjesiou. 
It has been 
already introduced in the senate by Mr. 
l ’latt, and* you may make a note that it was 
not introduced for buncombe nor for fun.” 
“ One more question, senator. 
Are you 
contemplating a return to the senate in
